AT THE PRIMARY ELECTION 

Other Progressive Candidates Fall Be¬ 
hind in the Voting in This 
Precinct 

Sierra Madye * eij-y. precinct registered 
a peculiar vote at the primaries last 
Tuesday, with Johnson and Wallace 
strongly leading the Republican ticket. 
Most of the other candidates to receive 
the approval-of the local voters were 
“regulars,” including the precinct dele¬ 
gates to the county convention. 

The sweeping progressive victory in 
the state at large surprised even the 
most enthusiastic Lincotn-Roosvelter. 
The results have been so fully presented 
in the daily papers as to make it un¬ 
necessary to devote more space to it. 

Local election otlicials were: Greer 
Caskey, C. H. Perry, clerks; Roland A 
Adams. V. L. Graham, Jr., ballot clerks; 
H. W. Jackson. A. L. Caskey, inspectors; 
W. E. Deutscli, C. J. Pegler, judges. 

The. highest mini her pf votes received 
by any Republican candidate was 108, 
cast for County Superintendent Keppel, 
one of the candidates who had no oppo¬ 
sition. This is a few more than two- 
thirds of the total registered Republican 
vote of the precinct. With all the faults 
of the present primary law the vote is 
certain proof that the mass of voters 
can and will take more interest in mak¬ 
ing nominations than under the old cau¬ 
cus system when the delegates to the 
machine-ridden county convention were 
named by any number of voters from a 
handful up. 

Electioneering was actively indulged in 
by both regulars and Lincoln-Roosevelt 
men, especially over the candidates for 
delegation to the county convention. 
This vote seems to show the relative 
strength of regulars and progressives in 
the precinct, as indicated in most of the 
other offices save those of governor and 
lieutenant governor, where the progras- 
sive candidates just about reversed the 
usual figures. The vote for delegates 
stood as follows: W. S. Andrews, (L. R.) 
48; F. D. R. Moote, (L. R.) 48; J. C. 
Dickson, (L. R.) 47; J. J. Graham. 
(Reg.) 64; N. H. Hosnier. (Reg.) 67; 
J. H. Wright, (Reg.) 67; J. A. Patter¬ 
son. 1. 

Three votes were cast for the Prohibi¬ 
tion candidate for governor. Five votes 
were cast for the socialist candidate for 
governor, but only one man was a suf¬ 
ficiently ardent socialist to think it 
worth while to mark up the rest of the 
ticket. Graham, Hosmer and Wright 
are apparently elected delegates to the 
county convention of the socialists, as 
their names were written in on three of 
the socialist ballots.

CITRUS WORK 


CONVENTION AT POMONA 

Problems of the Citrus Grower Will Be 
Considered at Big Convention 
Next Month 

Growers of citrus fruits are interested 
in a convention to lie held next month 
in Pomona, concerning which Horticul¬ 
tural Commissioner J. W. Jeffrey nas 
addressed the following letter to the 
growers: 

To California Citrus Growers: 

There will be a state convention of 
citrus growers, held under the auspices 
of the state commission of horticulture 
on the 13th and 14th of September at 
Pomona. A hall has been provided with 
a seating capacity of over 500 and 1 ex¬ 
pect to see every seat in that hall oc¬ 
cupied. This meeting has been called 
at one of the most central of the citrus 
fruit districts of tlie state, and arrange¬ 
ments will no doubt he made to secure 
greatly reduced railroad rates. 

Broadly speaking, the discussions at 
this conference will be confined to the 
physical problems of our citrus fruit 
grovers, eliminating as far as possible 
the effects of insect pests and consider¬ 
ing questions relating to plant physiol¬ 
ogy, pathology and botany and their 
correlatives of plant propogation, varie¬ 
ties, soil, physics, active diseases and 
decadence of citrus trees from climatic 
and other ulterior causes. 

In many of our citrus groves deteriora¬ 
tion has been expressing itself in bar¬ 
renness, in lack of health and vigor 
and in poor quality of fruit. Tlie prob¬ 
lems involved in these efforts are of 
great obscurity; they are found in every 
locality in the state; if they are not 
met with wisdom and understanding the 
citrus fruit business cannot remain pros¬ 
perous or our land values be maintained. 
It will be the business of the coming 
conference to get together the sum of 
the views and experiences of trained 
observers, scientific investigators and 
practical growers, and to unite in busi¬ 
ness-like council the factors able to 
solve these obscure problems or at least 
able to provide some plan for their 
solution. To do this the order of busi¬ 
ness and the discussion will be directed 
toward results, and the elimination at¬ 
tempted in all matters that may be nar¬ 
row or valueless in their application or 
whose consideration would lead to no 
definite results. 

As soon as the orde rof business is 

As soon as the order of business is 
the conference will be published. Men 
of definite views will be expected to 
make this meeting a success and I hope 
a large and helpful convention will as¬ 
semble to consider the problems now 
confronting some of our best citrus cen¬ 
ters. I also ask that all citrus fruit 
associations and independent shippers 
take official action in favor of this con¬ 
ference, and send delegates to properly 
represent them. Every citrus grower is 
urged to attend.

If you 
are going to put uniforms on anybody 
put the uniforms on the big men, the 
Commissioners and the Deputy Commis¬ 
sioners, the engineers and the others that 
get the big salaries and often don’t earn 
them.”

California Weekly.—It is not true that 
the National Forests of California are 
to be held in cold storage for the benefit 
of the East. that, having destroyed its 
heritage, now seeks to hold our forests 
for a profit to the national treasury to 
the retarding of the development of this 
state. It is a blausible lie. but it is a 
lie. The Forest Service now has con¬ 
tracts for the sale of 200,000.000 board 
feet of timber in California, and the 
highest bidder for stumpnge in the Trin 
ity reserve will be allowed to cut one 
billion feet if he wishes to, but under 
conditions that will prevent monopoly, 
the ruining of the watersheds, waste of 
the timber, and that will insure a new 
growth to take the place of the old. 
Contrast this with the 2.000,000 acres 
(forty billion feet), held by T. B. Walk¬ 
er, who importunes the state to relieve 
his timber from taxation and refuses to 
allow one tree to be marketed. His 
holdings are worth $80,000,000, and yet 
he puts them in cold storage that they 
may be worth more. One-fourth of all 
that the Forest Service receives goes 
into the state treasury. All that Walker 
may receive will go into his pockets. 
Against private monopoly no word of 
protest is spoken by the hired knaves 
who are denouncing conservation.
